tion and Bteamshlp Inspection has sub mit­ 
ted to ship operator« a two-part plan. 
The first 1« a promise to rev iew inspec­ 
tion regulations and mean» of making them 
more effectiv e. 
The second Is a system 
whereb y senior nav al officers will b e as­ 
signed from time to time to make v oyages 
In v essels sub ject to Inspection b y the de- 
jMirtment. 
It Is hoped that the potential presence of 
nav al officers will keep operators alert In 
eliminating conditions which might warrant 
criticism. 
This applies not only to equip­ 
ment b ut to discipline among crews. 
It Is 
hoped, also, that help may b e prov ided b y 
the officers In the form of suggestions con­ 
cerning discipline. 
There has b een little attention giv en to 
the fact that the Morro Castle disaster re­ 
flected unfav orab ly on » that section of b ur­ 
eaucracy Intrusted with ship inspection. 
Blame has b een attached to the operators 
of the ship for the occurence.

So li did 
the ob v ious thing and got rid of them. 
Murder and exile were used. The former 
naturally has b een finding less fav or as 
stab ility Increased. The latter, still popular, 
is made practical b y v ast unpopulated ter­ 
ritories Into which opponents can b e thrust 
with little or no possib ility of further 
troub le. 
Some may question whethir the S<jv iet 
could hav e surv iv ed » o many years without 
employment of tactics alien to the Ideals of 
a socialist state. Tacitly, its officials hav e 
admitted the impossib ility of estab lishing 
their regime without v iolence b y resorting 
to It »0 i equently. 
To them as Commun­ 
ists, there has b een, of course, no Inconsist­ 
ency In this. Communism admits the neces­ 
sity of v iolence in 11» doctrine. 
Bui, as one of the oldest gov ernments in 
Kuroj>e, U. S. S. II. gradually Is weaning It­ 
self from the reputation it incurred during 
its eHtab llshment. 
It has ma<le alliances 
with capitalist gov ernments that would hav e 
b een scorne<l when It was known to hav e 
amb itions for world rev olution. 
In many 
ways It is b eginning to show signs of ad­ 
justing itself to those standards of ciziliza- 
tion whose denial inv ariab ly b rings disre­ 
pute to gov ernments. 
A recent sign of the adjusting process Is 
giv en in the proffer of v oting priv ileges to 
Russia’s largest outcast class, the Kulaks. 
These recalcitrant peasants, exiled to penal 
colonies lor their refusal to (onform with 
Communist dictates, can take their place In 
the Sov iet union If they show willingness 
to conform with the new gov ernment’s prac­ 
tices. Their children, punished for the sins 
of their parents, hav e the priv ilege of b e­ 
coming citizens If they are willing to em­ 
b race the new order.

A Changing Attitude 
Americans accepted calm ly W ednesday’s 
announcement that the number of fighting 
units In the air corpe would be doubled to 
a total of 900 planes. 
It was announced at 
the sam e time that the air corps would be 
brought under direct control of the arm y’s 
chief of staff.

war eventually becomes possible. 
‘ M ar must not happen again,” the world 
determined 
grimly 
after 
the World war. 
VV ar will not happen again,” it promised 
itself in ihe years between 1920 and 1930. 
“ War may come again.” it is a d m irin g in 
the first half of the 1930's. 
Slowly, surely, 
the world is coming to a condition which 
will m ake it say, "W ar will happen again.”

The three attended the conven­ 
tion with Rev. Robert Kell, the rec­ 
tor.

The situation today was one that 
well merited the attention of the 
Deans, Deans. Deans, and it Is more 
than likely that If the 22-year-old 
schoolboy from 
E l Dorado, Ark., 
has more of what he showed yester­ 
day In his system, and the Cards 
can’t do any better by such a grand 
old warrior as W ild B ill Hallahan 
than they did, then the cry of Dean, 
Dean is merely the announcer reel­ 
ing off the St. Louis starting pitch­ 
ers for the remainder of the con­ 
flict. 
The unveiling of Rowe, winner of 
1* straight games during the Amer 
lean league season, the mnet pub 
llclzed pitcher In the business bar­ 
ring only the Dean brothers them 
selves, was such a magnificent sue 
cess that It even overshadowed the 
performance of big Dlz, the elder. 
In winning the series opener 8 to 8 
In Detroit. 
It also brought a cry 
of wonderment from the assembled 
ex4;ierts as *o why 
Mickey 
Coch­ 
rane, manager of the Tigers, ever 
hesitated, and 
finally 
decided to 
hold the youngster 
over for the 
second game, rather than risk his 
ace in hand to hand conflict with 
the Dizzy one.

5 —Ohio 
officials of the agricultural adjust­ 
m ent administration today awaited 
a complete tabulation of farm ers’ 
votes 
on 
governmental crop and 
livestock control policies, as coun­ 
ty agents continued to compile re­ 
sults. 
One of the most telling ballots 
was cast in Hancock county. 
Farm 
organization officials generally In 
northw estern Ohio were reported of 
the opinion farm ers in that region 
would vote against continuation of 
the policies. 
Hancock county, 
however, had 
been expected to stay In the ranks. 
Instead 793 voiced 
opposition 
to 
continuation of the corn bog con­ 
tracts and only 395 voted for its 
continuance. 
The 
farm contract 
program found 932 against and only 
I!34 I->i 
County agricultural leaders there 
blamed activities of the farm ers’ 
union for the opposition sentim ent 
in the region, although Hancock 
county benefit payments had reach­ 
ed the $250,000 mark. 
Clark county farm ers 
favored 
continuation of the co rn h o g con­ 
trol plan by only a slight majority, 
277 to 263. 
On livestock ami grain 
control 155 voted yes aud 390 no. 
II. C. Ramw^wpr, AAA adminis­ 
trator for Ohio, had official returns 
from five counties, one of 
which 
was Incomplete. 
Delaware county 
voted against continuation of 
the 
crop control program, while W ar­ 
ren, Harrison and Hocking voted In 
favor and five townships in Seneca 
county approved it. 
The 
official 
total he had was 74* for, to 354 
against. 
Ramsower declared Ohio farriers

Working every day and enjoying 
it, the “last m an’ Is John Franklin 
McFadden Sr., whose college days 
began in September, 1875, at the 
Ohio Agricultural and Mechanical 
college, the original name of the 
state university in Columbus. 
There were 16 others in the in­ 
itial class. 
Of the six who gradu­ 
ated, ’he others—Charles A. Deit- 
rich. W. Angus Dun. 
Ferdinand 
Howald, Curtis C. Howard and Ar­ 
thur B Townsend—“have complet­ 
ed the life for which they prepar­ 
ed with me at the university, Mc­ 
Fadden remarked as he paused at 
his newspaper copy desk at the 
Steubenville Herald-Star. 
He is a dead proof-reader and 
writes a daily column called "His­ 
tory from Old Files.” He gave up 
law practice iii 1901, lived for a 
time in Buffalo, N. Y., then came 
to Steubenville 
to 
manago 
his 
brother's newspaper. Since then he 
has devoted most of his time to 
newspaper work. 
The established Hiles of health 
mean little to this 70-year-old opti­ 
mist. 
In fart he boasts he disre­ 
gards most of them a rd never both­ 
ers to see a doctor. Time has been 
kind and McFadden, In appearance, 
belles his years. 
Back in undergraduate days, he 
received a silver medal as captain 


of Co. C. "the hest drilled c a d e ts 
on the campus, he will tell you. 
He is opposed to anything border­ 
ing on pacifism and thinks Ohio 
State should continue compulsory 
military training. 
McFadden is a baseball fan. His 
interest In the game was developed 
while he 
plays 
on 
his 
college 
team. Next to his work, he enjoys 
cross-word puzzles, hooks and mu­ 
sic, and dislikes jazz music and 
critics of the New Deal. 
The “firsts” In M cFadden’s life 
are not confined to the first grad­ 
uating class. He was first president 
of the Ohio State university Alum­ 
ni association, first president and 
now honorary 
of 
the 
Jefferson 
county chapter of the Ohio State 
university alumni association, and 
a charter m em ber of the Phi Gam­ 
ma Delta chapter, first fraternity 
established a t Ohio State. 
McFadden takes pride In tell­ 
ing of the part he played in bring­ 
ing about establishm ent of a law 
school at the D iv e rsity . He was a 
m em ber of a com m ittee that pre­ 
sented a petition to the trustees In 
June, 
1891, asking establishm ent 
of the school. He recalls that the 
petition achieved Its purpose al­ 
most Immediately. 
At that time, 
McFadden was studying 
law with 
Col. J. T. Holmes in Columbus. 
"Young Jo h n ’s work" at the uni­ 
versity was praised in a letter sent 
to McFadden's father by the then 
President Edward Grton. 
"Young 
John" still has the letter. 
McFadden was horn in Cadiz, O. 
His wife, a daughter and a son are 
living.

Addiso n’s Disease is a strange 
and u nu su al afflictio n o f the adrenal 
glands. This distu rbance was first 
described in 1S55 by a physician 
named Addiso u and has been given 
his name. 
Many perso ns 
are 
u nfamiliar 
with the adrenal glands. They are 
tw’o In nu mber, small stru ctu res, 
each shaped like a co cked hat and 
lo cated o n to p o f o ne o f the kid­ 
neys. They weigh abo u t fo u r grams 
each. They are yello wish in co lo r 
and secrete a

"epinephrine.” 
These glands are essential 
to 
When the glands beco me inflamed 
life. If co mpletely remo ved fro m an 
animal, death 
invariably o ccu rs, 
o r o u t o f o rder, the general health 
is so o n impaired. Addiso n’s disease 
is o ne o f the diseases o f 
these 
glands and is believed to be the 
resu lt o f an insu fficiency o f the 
secretio n. 
The u nderlying cau se o f the dis­ 
tu rbance mo y be so me fo rm o f in­ 
flammatio n. So metimes it 
can 
be 
traced to tu bercu lo sis. No t all cases 
o f Addiso n’s disease, by any means 
are du e to tu bercu lo sis no r sho u ld 
it be co nfu sed with cancer. It is a 
rare ailm ent, difficu lt o f reco gnitio n 
by the physician. 
Sy mpto ma o f Addlao n’s Disease 
The victim o f this disease u su al­ 
ly co mplains o f m u scu lar weak­ 
ness, vo miting, diarrhea and o ther 
digestive distu rbances. Aa a ru le, 
he has lo w blo o d pressu re bu t o ften 
is entirely u naware o f his diso rder. 
Addiso n’s disease is o ften o verlo o k­ 
ed fo r a tim e becau se there are so 
few sympto ms In the early stages. 
As the tro u ble pro gresses the 
skin takes o n a deep bro nze co lo r. 
This may change to a light yello w 
o r deep bro wn and In a severe case 
it may even beco me black.

the face and hands, bu t eventu ally 
spreads to the entire bo dy. The 
cau se o f this pecu lar pigmentatio n 
Is u nkno wn.

! described in 1S55 by a physician 
named Addison and has been given 
his name. 
Many persons 
are 
unfamiliar 
with the adrenal glands. They are 
two in number, small structures, 
each shaped like a cocked hat and 
located on top of one of the kid­ 
neys. They weigh about four grams 
each. They are yellowish in color 
and secrete a

"epinephrine.” 
These glands are essential 
to

life. If com pletely rem oved from an 
anim al, 
death 
invariably 
occurs. 
or out of order, the general health 
is soon im paired. Addison's disease 
is one of the diseases of 
these 
glands and is believed to be the 
result of an insufficiency of the 
secretion. 
T he underlying cause of the dis­ 
turbance moy be som e form of in­ 
flam m ation. Som etim es it 
can 
be 
traced to tuberculosis. Not all cases 
of A ddison's disease, by any m eans 
are due to tuberculosis nor should 
it be confused w ith cancer. It is a 
rare ailm ent, difficult of recognition 
by the physician. 
Symptoms of Addison’s Disease 
The victim of this disease usual­ 
ly com plains of muscular 
w eak­ 
ness, vom iting, d iarrh ea and other 
digestive disturbances. As a rule, 
he has low blood pressure but often 
is entirely unaw are of his disorder. 
Addison s disease is often overlook­ 
ed for a tim e because there are so 
few sym ptom s in the early stages. 
As the trouble progresses the 
skin takes on a deep bronze color. 
1 T his may change to a light yellow 
or deep brown and in a severe case 
it m ay even becom e black. 
The 
discoloration is confined at first to 
th e face and hands, but eventually 
i spreads to th e en tire body. The 
I cause of th is pecular pigm entation 
I is unknown.
